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MINUTES  OF  THE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

MONDAY  EVENING,  JUNE  22 


This  meeting  was  held  in  the  manager’s  office  of  the  Graham 
Hotel.

All  joined  in  praying  the  Lord’s 
Prayer,  followed  by  business  session. 

Question:  Why  does  not  senior  vice-president  declare  the  ballot 
upon  examination? 

Council  decides  that  National  be  asked  to  authorize  a  change  in 
the  ritual  requiring  the  senior  vice-president  to  declare  whether  the 
ballot  is  favorable  or  unfavorable. 

Question:  Why  do  Circles  report  money  spent  for  relief  and  relief 
other  than  money  to  department  librarian? 

Council  decides  that  the  duties  of  librarian  as  outlined  in  Rules 
and  Regulations  be  adhered  to  as  the  secretary  reports  all  relief  done 
by  Circles.

TUESDAY  MORNING,  JUNE  23,  1936 

The  forty-third  annual  convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand

help  defray  her  expenses  to  said  convention,  the  remainder,  if  any, 
to  be  turned  into  the  general  fund.  Motion  carried. 

A  committee  to  act  for  the  department  was  named  as  follows: 
Mae  Lonberger,  Minnie  Penwell  and  V erda  Lithe.  This  committee  is 
to  secure  the  containers  and  send  a  sufficient  supply  to  each  Circle 
President.  She,  in  turn,  to  distribute  said  containers  to  her  members 
and  when  filled  send  them  to  Mae  Lonberger,  chairman,  not  later  than 
September  1,  1936. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  we  adjourn  to  meet 
at  1 :30  p.  m. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  MEMORIAL  SERVICES 

The  memorial  service  was  in  charge  of  the  Chaplain,  Sister  Carrie 
Henschen,  who  read  a  scripture  lesson  followed  by  prayer.  Song, 
“In  the  Garden,”  by  Mrs.  Mcllveen.  A  memorial  service  for  departed 
comrades  was  conducted  by  Sister  Gertrude  Fox,  assisted  by  the 
Circle  chaplains,  who  deposited  red  roses  on  the  altar  in  memory  of 
our  Comrades. 

Chaplain:  “Dear  Sisters,  as  we  have  met  here  this  afternoon  to 
pay  a  tribute  of  respect  to  our  departed  Sisters  and  Comrades,  let  us 
ever  love  and  cherish  their  memory.  To  each  and  every  one  who  has 
been  called  upon  to  give  up  loved  ones  since  our  last  convention,  the 
department  extends  loving  sympathy.

The  ballots  were  cast  for  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  national 
convention  but  the  hour  being  late  and  the  members  due  at  other 
meetings,  permission  was  granted  to  the  tellers  to  seal  the  ballots  and 
make  the  count  later. 

At  this  time  Sister  Laura  Critchheld  presented  Sister  Meyer  with 
a  past  president’s  jewel  which  was  graciously  received.  The  conven- 
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tion  then  stood  and  sang  “On  the  Banks  of  the  Wabash.” 

One  verse  of  the  national  anthem  was  sung,  the  colors  retired, 
then  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet  Thursday  morning. 

THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  convention  opened  with  President  Frances  Meyer  presiding. 
Scripture  reading  and  prayer  followed  by  the  pledge  to  the  flag. 

The  tellers  reported  the  result  of  the  election  for  delegates  and 
alternates  as  follows:  Delegate-at-large,  Henrietta  Schmadel;  delegates, 
Amanda  Jordan,  Mary  Keppen,  Jennie  King,  Eva  Whiteman,  Estella 
Boyd,  Catherine  Manson,  Carrie  Henschcen,  Elizabeth  Davis,  Mary 
Shade;  alternates,  Wilda  Snyder,  Elizabeth  Meyer,  Cora  Trueblood, 
Rose  Phillips,  Sarah  Kramer,  Pearl  Keaton,  Pearl  Overesch,  Verda 
Lithe  and  Cecelia  Galland. 

Some  of  the  reports  had  not  been  received  up  to  this  time  and 
a  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  all  tardy  reports  be  included  in 
the  proceedings. 

A  discussion  was  had  regarding  the  restoring  of  the  $10.00  to  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  National  Convention,  some  stating  that  they  had  not 
understood  the  original  motion  to  include  standing  delegates.  It  was 
the  consensus  of  opinion  that  all  past  presidents  have  been  amply 
repaid  for  what  they  have  done  for  the  department  and  that  this 
money  should  go  onljr  to  the  elected  delegates. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lida  Manson  and  seconded  by  Nellie  Stam- 
mel  that  the  original  motion  be  reconsidered.  Motion  carried. 

A  re-vote  was  taken  on  the  original  motion  that  the  money  be 
paid  to  standing  and  elected  delegates  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Lida  Manson  and  seconded  by  Nellie 
Stammel  that  this  money  be  given  only  to  elected  delegates,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  the  delegate-at-large,  beginning  this  year  and  the  remainder, 
if  any,  be  turned  into  the  general  fund.  Motion  carried. 

There  was  a  discussion  as  to  when  the  money  should  be  given  to 
the  delegates.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mary  Keppen  and  seconded 
by  Anna  Davis  and  Nora  Etnire  that  this  money  be  given  to  the 
delegates  after  they  reach  convention.  Motion  carried. 

The  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  read  their  reports  and 
the  greetings  committees  reported  on  their  visits  to  the  organizations 
allied  with  the  Grand  Army. 

With  Lida  Manson  as  the  installing  officer,  the  newly  elected 
officers  were  installed  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sister  Meyer  congratulated  the  new  department  president  and 
also  thanked  the  convention  for  their  loyalty  and  support  during  her 
year. 

This  concluded  all  business  and  after  singing  “God  Be  With  You 
Till  We  Meet  Again,”  convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  Indianapolis 
in  1937.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-Third  Convention  of  the 

Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

One  year  ago,  at  Marion,  you  elected  me  your  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  and  I  accepted.  In  assuming  this  honor,  I  realized  that  it  meant 
a  great  responsibility  and,  knowing  my  own  frailities  and  shortcomings, 
I  resolved  that,  with  the  aid  of  the  Great  and  Infinite  Power  and  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  each  and  every  member,  I  would  strive  to  do  my 
best. 

I  have  endeavored  to  serve  you  loyally  and  faithfully;  dealing 
justly  with  all;  thinking  kindly  of  all  and  having  uppermost  in  my 
mind,  at  all  times,  the  best  interests  of  our  Department.  Whatever 
has  been  accomplished  for  the  progress  and  betterment  of  our  Com¬ 
rades  and  Sisters  has  made  the  work  worth  while. 

It  has  been  a  happy  experience  to  serve  as  your  Department 
President,  one  fraught  with  pleasant  duties  and  deep  satisfaction.  I 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  confidence  you  be¬ 
stowed  upon  me;  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  members;  the  counsel 
of  the  past  Department  Presidents;  the  welcome  accorded  me  by  the 
Circles;  the  many  acts  of  kindness  extended  to  me  and  for  the  loyal 
support  and  wonderful  words  of  encouragement  so  graciously  given.

On  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning  we  were  entertained  at  dinner  by  Sister  Critchfield.  Sister  Mabel 
Calvert,  president  of  Princeton  Circle,  also  was  a  guest.  On  Monday 
morning,  October  14,  inspection  of  Princeton  Circle  was  held.  A  lunch¬ 
eon  was  served  at  noon  and  in  the  afternoon  a  reception  was  held  at 
the  Elks’  Club.

January  27,  1936 — Issued  General  Orders  No.  3. 
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April  15,  1936 — Attended  inspection  of  Alice  of  Old  Vincennes 
Circle  and  was  guest  overnight  of  Sister  Jennie  King,  president  of 
the  Circle. 

April  16,  1936— Met  with  the  members  of  Robert  Cromwell  Circle 
at  the  home  of  Sister  Della  Thompson  and  after  inspecting  the  books 
we  spent  a  delightful  afternoon  with  the  members  of  this  Circle.  Re¬ 
freshments  were  served  and  we  then  left  for  Washington,  where  we 
spent  the  night. 

April  17,  1936 — At  Washington  we  were  met  by  Sisters  Laura 
Evans  and  Dona  Walter,  who  took  us  to  lunch  and  afterwards  to  the 
Circle  room  where  inspection  was  held.  A  Comrade,  W.  W.  Jackson  of 
Petersburg,  was  a  guest  at  this  meeting.  We  left  that  afternoon  for 
Vincennes  where  we  met  the  members  of  Phil  Sheridan  Circle  for 
inspection  and  a  social  meeting.  We  spent  the  night  with  Sister  King 
and  left  the  morning  of  the  18th  for  home. 

April  22,  1936 — Drove  to  Indianapolis  where  I  joined  Comrade 
Henninger,  Mrs.  Essex  and  Hazel  Toner  and  started  on  the  “Good  Will’’ 
tour  arranged  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Our  first  stop  was 
at  Columbus  where  we  were  given  a  cordial  welcome.  There  was  just 
a  short  meeting  at  this  place  and  we  then  left  for  Bedford  where  a 
wonderful  luncheon  was  served  and  the  welcome  address  was  made  by 
a  Comrade.  The  representative  of  each  organization  gave  a  short  talk 
for  the  good  of  all  patriotic  orders.  We  arrived  at  Evansville  that  eve¬ 
ning  where  a  banquet  was  given  and  a  social  time  enjoyed  afterwards. 
The  address  of  welcome  was  given  by  Commander  Warren,  who  is 
past  ninety-three  years  of  age.  His  wife  also  attended  the  meeting. 

April  23,  1936 — Arrived  at  Princeton  for  breakfast  and  then  went  to 
G.  A.  R.  Hall  for  a  reception.  Four  Comrades  attended  the  breakfast 
and  meeting.  From  there  we  went  to  Vincennes  where  we  were  met 
at  the  edge  of  the  city  by  a  committee  who  escorted  us  to  our  stopping 
place.  A  lovely  lunch  awaited  us  and  although  we  were  not  hungry, 
everyone  did  justice  to  it.  The  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  the 
prosecuting  attorney  and  the  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
also  gave  us  a  welcome.  Leaving  Vincennes  we  went  to  Terre  Haute, 
where  another  wonderful  repast  was  served  to  us.  We  disbanded  at 
this  place  and  all  went  to  our  homes. 

April  28,  1936 — The  “Good  Will”  tour  was  continued,  this  trip 
being  planned  for  points  north.  We  left  Lafayette  and  motored  to  Val¬ 
paraiso  where  we  joined  the  other  members  of  the  tour.  The  Sons  of 
Union  Veterans  and  their  auxiliary  joined  in  serving  a  banquet  in  the 
G.  A.  R.  Hall  on  Tuesday  evening,  all  patriotic  orders  being  repre¬ 
sented.  We  spent  the  night  in  Valparaiso  and  the  next  morning  left 
for  Hammond.  We  were  met  at  the  city  limits  and  escorted  to  the 
meeting  place.  The  program  here  was  in  charge  of  the  Daughters  of 
U.  V.  and  there  was  one  comrade  present.  From  there  we  went  to 
Michigan  City  where  we  were  entertained  at  the  W.  R.  C.  Home,  who 
served  an  elegant  dinner.  After  a  sightseeing  trip  along  the  lake  we 
left  for  South  Bend.  The  meeting  at  the  G.  A.  R.  Hall  was  in  charge 
of  the  Sons  of  U.  V.  and  representatives  from  all  patriotic  orders  took 
part.  We  spent  the  night  in  South  Bend  and  the  next  morning  met 
Sister  Bernice  Hecht  at  Elkhart,  who  accompanied  us  to  Ligonier,  the 
home  of  Comrade  Hoffman.  After  a  dinner  at  noon  and  a  program  in 
the  afternoon  we  left  for  Kokomo.  After  a  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Francis 
with  Dr.  Stone  and  Jean  Somers,  past  department  president  of  the 
Daughters  of  U.  V.,  we  disbanded  and  left  for  home. 

May  9,  1936 — Issued  General  Orders  No.  4. 

May  16,  1936 — Entertained  forty  guests  at  my  home  in  honor  of  my 
father,  S.  M.  Quaco’s  birthday,  he  being  ninety-three  years  young. 
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May  30,  1936 — Attended  a  memorial  service  at  the  grave  of  Com¬ 
rade  Amos  Myers  held  by  the  Sons  of  U.  V.  and  their  auxiliary  and 
later  joined  all  patriotic  organizations  in  memorial  services  at  Brown 
Street  bridge.  Was  asked  to  make  a  talk  as  representative  of  our 
Order.  A  salute  was  fired  by  the  American  Legion  and  all  orders 
joined  in  strewing  flowers  on  the  waters.  Taps  were  sounded  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting.  There  were  five  Comrades  present. 

May  31,  1936 — I  accompanied  my  father  to  memorial  services  at 
St.  Paul’s  Church  at  10:30  a.  nr.  There  were  two  Comrades  present 
at  this  meeting.  At  1 :45  the  same  day  memorial  services  were  held  at 
Ivlondyke  School  by  the  Wabash  Township  Memorial  Association. 
After  prayer  by  the  Reverend  Wood,  the  heads  of  all  organizations 
were  introduced  by  Mr.  Irwin.  An  address  was  made  by  Lynn  Park¬ 
inson  on  “Patriotism,”  which  was  very  instructive.  Later  all  marched 
to  the  cemetery  where  the  children  placed  flowers  on  the  graves  of  all 
soldiers.  Following  this  ceremony  a  talk  was  given  by  Reverend 
Lord  and  a  salute  was  fired  from  the  grave  of  the  “unknown”  soldier 
by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  Taps  were  then  sounded.  Two  Com¬ 
rades  attended  these  services. 

June  10,  1936 — Col.  Samuel  Orr  Circle  at  Muncie  entertained  at 
a  noon  luncheon  for  two  Comrades,  Sisters  Lonberger,  Schmadel,  Davis 
and  myself.  Later  we  attended  their  regular  meeting. 

June  10,  1936 — Attended  inspection  of  McBride  Circle  at  the  home 
of  the  president,  Sister  Gillispie.  After  the  inspection  a  social  hour  was 
held  and  refreshments  served. 

June  14,  1936 — Flag  Day  was  fittingly  observed  at  Columbian 
Park,  Lafayette.  The  program  was  composed  of  appropriate  music  and 
speaking  by  representatives  of  the  various  orders  in  the  city. 

The  old  year  is  a  closed  book,  not  to  be  opened.  Its  pages,  on 
which  are  recorded  all  the  emotions  of  human  life,  though  sealed,  will 
live  in  memory  to  teach  us  and  to  bless  our  future  activities.  A  new 
year  of  service  is  opening  for  each  one  of  us.  To  “serve  is  to  love.” 
May  you  find,  as  you  look  back  upon  your  life,  that  the  outstanding 
moments  are  those  when  your  actions  have  been  guided  by  the  spirit 
of  love  and  true  fraternalism. 

“May  the  roads  that  you  have  pressed  with  your  dream  shod 
feet, 

Endless  and  wide  and  free, 

Lead  up  to  the  heights  where  you  dared  to  go 
And  light  that  you  dared  not  see. 

May  the  love  that  burned  in  your  heart  of  dreams, 

Like  fire  on  the  hearth  of  a  home, 

Lie  warm  and  sweet,  a  living  sign 
Of  human  faith  and  of  love  divine 
In  the  heart  of  the  years  to  come.”

The  memory  of 
the  pleasant  hours  spent  in  your  homes  and  Circle  rooms  will  linger 
in  my  heart  throughout  the  coming  years.

I  earnestly  solicit  for  my  suc¬ 
cessor  the  same  generous  spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  been  given 
to  me  and  I  wish  for  her  a  successful  and  happy  year. 

To  my  secretary,  I  wish  to  thank  her  for  the  wonderful  help  she 
have  given  me.  She  was  always  ready  and  willing  to  go  with  me 
and  be  with  me  at  any  and  all  times.  All  I  can  say  at  this  time  is, 
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“Henrietta,  I  thank  you  and  trust  that  you  will  always  be  my 
friend.” 

To  my  treasurer,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help 
she  has  given  me  and  the  department.  Her  books  were  open  to  any 
one  who  cared  to  see  them.  She  is  a  good  accountant,  as  you  all  know. 
“Thanks,  Bessie,  for  your  great  work.” 

I  wish,  also,  to  thank  the  staff  of  officers  as  they  have  all  attended 
to  their  work  as  it  should  have  been  done  and  all  have  taken  an 
active  part  during  the  year.

To  our  Commander  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  wish 
for  him  and  all  his  associates  the  best  and  trust  that  his  untiring 
work  and  love  for  his  great  Order  has  brought  success  during  the  year. 

To  the  department  presidents  of  the  various  Orders  with  whom  I 
have  worked.  I  want  to  say  that  the  friendships  gained  have  been 
most  pleasant  to  me  and  trust  that  they  will  last  and  when  your  work 
is  finished  for  the  year  and  you  arrive  at  your  homes  that  you  will 

“Hurry  in  and  sit  you  down 
And  forget  the  noisy  towns 
Shut  the  door  and  put  away 
All  the  burdens  of  the  day; 

Come,  let  loved  ones  stroke  your  cheek 
Let  them  laugh  to  hear  you  speak; 

Here  all  selfish  bickerings  cease 
Here  are  love  and  rest  and  peace.”

On  November  19  I  attended  a  supper  with  our  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  and  other  Department  officers  and  also  attended  inspection  of 
Wayne  Circle.

REPORT  OF  STATE  SOLDIERS  HOME  VISITING 
COMMITTEE,  LAFAYETTE 

No  report  received. 

Report  of  visit  to  the  Knightstown  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Children’s 
Home. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-Third  Annual  Convention 

of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

The  Annual  Grand  Army  visiting  day  at  the  Knightstown  Home 
was  Wednesday,  October  16,  1935.  On  arriving  at  the  Home  I  met 
Sister  Wherly  and  Sister  Akers,  the  other  members  of  the  Committee 
and  am  proud  to  say  we  were  the  only  Patriotic  Order  that  had  all  the 
members  of  their  Committee  present. 

With  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  Committees  from  its 
affiliated  Orders,  we  registered  and  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  Inspection 
of  the  Home  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Courtner,  who  explained 
everything  -to  us. 

The  Home  was  instituted  in  1865  by  the  Comrades  of  the  Civil 
War  of  1861  to  ’65,  and  was  taken  over  by  the  State  in  1867  and  until 
1931  a  Comrade  was  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Home  and  Farm  consists  of  252  acres  which  they  farm  and  on 
which  they  raise  a  great  deal  of  their  supplies.  They  do  not  sell  any¬ 
thing  from  the  farm. 

They  kill  150  hogs  a  year,  have  60  cows,  milking  35  all  the  time, 
and  have  40  acres  in  garden. 

They  have  their  own  light  plant,  water  system,  greenhouses, 
shoe  shop,  tailor  shop,  laundry,  printing  office,  sheet-metal  works, 
foundry,  paint  shop  and  bakery.  They  have  almost  everything  found 
in  a  ctiy. 

We  were  taken  through  the  cottages  and  where  they  are  large 
enough  they  have  their  own  kitchen  and  dining  room  and  the  children 
help  do  the  work. 
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We  visited  the  school  rooms  and  saw  the  wonderful  work  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  taught  to  do.  They  have  a  splendid  High  School  which  is 
equal  to  any  High  School,  is  also  on  par  witth  all  High  Schools.  They 
had  20  boys  and  girls  to  graduate  from  the  High  School  and  13  in  the 
Industrial  Class. 

They  have  a  wonderful  Library  of  over  4000  volumes  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  taught  to  use  them. 

They  have  a  splendid  Hospital  with  very  efficient  nurses;  also  a 
Dental  room  in  the  Hospital.  The  Doctor  visits  the  Home  every  day 
and  the  nurse  holds  a  clinic  every  morning  and  evening.  The  Hospital 
is  second  to  none  in  the  State. 

We  visited  the  Kindergarten  where  there  are  40  children  and  in 
their  Dormitory  their  beds  are  dressed  in  doll  quilts  all  alike  which 
makes  them  look  very  beautiful. 

There  are  977  children  in  the  Home,  less  than  100  from  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  18  colored  children.  There  are  a  few  whose  parents 
were  in  the  regular  Army;  the  rest  are  from  World  War  Veterans. 
At  present  there  is  no  one  registered  as  a  descendant  of  a  Civil  War 
Veteran. 

The  American  Legion  contributes  much  toward  gifts  for  Christmas 
cheer.  The  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  Regular,  Army  also  contribute 
for  the  Christmas  cheer. 

Each  boy  and  girl  is  taught  to  take  care  of  the  lockers  containing 
their  clothes;  also  care  for  cot  and  room.  The  youngest  child  there 
was  one  year  old,  from  Elkhart.  There  are  38  teachers,  175  employees, 
altogether. 

The  Bakery  bakes  daily  350  loaves  of  bread,  3000  buns,  5000  cookies 
and  large  layer  cakes  also. 

It  was  now  time  to  visit  the  children’s  dining  room.  One  girl  beat 
the  drum  and  another  played  the  piano,  while  the  children  marched 
in.  They  all  give  Thanks  in  unison  at  the  table.  They  were  served 
a  well  balanced  meal  and  all  showed  they  are  well  taken  care  of.  The 
cutest  thing  was  a  little  colored  boy  not  quite  four  years  old  who 
mimicked  the  drum  major  of  the  Knightstown  Band  to  perfection. 

We  were  then  taken  to  the  visitors’  dining  room  where  we  were 
served  a  wonderful  meal- — -served  to  us  by  the  girls  of  the  Home.  At 
the  table  a  collection  of  six  dollars  was  taken  up,  the  same  to  be  given 
to  those  who  cooked  and  served  us  the  meal. 

Afterwards  we  went  to  Lincoln  Memorial  Hall  for  the  Program. 
First  was  a  Concert  by  the  Home  Band.  There  are  45  children  in  the 
Band. 

After  the  Concert  a  wonderful  program  was  given  by  the  girls.  Five 
girls  who  have  exceptionally  good  alto  vioces,  did  themselves  proud. 
Each  child  who  has  talent  is  given  an  opportunity  to  cultivate  that 
talent.  The  whole  program,  from  start  to  finish,  was  so  fine  that  it 
showed  that  the  children  of  the  Home  are  taught  all  the  things  which 
are  taught  in  any  school  anywhere. 

The  children  attend  church  every  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  Chapel. 
The  Choir  is  composed  of  children  of  the  Home  and  one  of  the  girls 
plays  the  piano  for  the  service. 

At  the  close  of  the  program,  the  State  Officers  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committees  made  some  very  fine  short  talks.  There  were  seven 
Civil  War  Veterans  with  us  and  five  present  that  had  been  inmates  of 
the  Home  ten  years  ago. 

Much  praise  should  be  given  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Courtlier  for  their 
efficiency  in  managing  this  Home.  They  were  given  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  for  the  courteous  manner  in  which  they  received  th  visitors.
